Watering Cattle 
In Winter Time 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

It is interesting to see how much 
and how often cattle drink when they 
have access to good water at all times, 
It may be surprising to some to know 
that under such circumstances cattle 
will drink, on an average, every hour 
during the day even in cold weather, 
but they will not drink a great deal at 
a time, 

For the first four years that cattle 
were fed at the Rosthern Experimen- 
tal Station, the water system was far 
from perfect and the steers were 
watered only once each day, They 
crowded around the trough and drank 
all they could hold aud then, especial. 
y on cold diys, they stood with 
humped backs and shivered for a con- 
siderable time and never looked com- 
fortable. For the past ten years 
water has been provided in a large 
trough and kept from freezing by 
means of a tank heater and it is found 
that nearly all day, except when the 
animals ave feeding, one or another 
is going to the trough and drinking a 
few mouthfuls and returning to chew 
the cud, and never is an animal seen 
with his back hunched and shivering. 

‘here ave no records to show the 
difference in gains under the two 
methods, but the difference in appear- 
ance would seem to indicate that the 
cost of the tank heater, together with 
the fuel to operate it, would be justifi- 
ed many times over, 


Newspaper Best 
Advertising Medium 


Sir Charles Frederick Higham, 
author and publicist, speaking on 
“Scientific Distribution,” said there 
was no advertising medium so useful 
as the press, and none that was re- 
ponded to with such speed and profit. 
Newspaper advertising paid better to- 
day than it ever did. Most of the 
goods now consumed by the public 
were sold under a branded name, and 
the most economical method of distri- 
buting these was by press advertising, 
properly done. The dealer would 


always stock an article which was 
naturally advertised in the daily press 
because he was convinced, first, that 
the article must be goodsor it would 
not be advertised at all, and, secondly, 
that the public would respond to it 
because they knew that they were 
getting good value for their money. 

The Government had found news- 
paper advertising extremely valuable 
in increasing the sales of British goods 
through the Empire Marketing Board, 
Sir Charles said.

URGE CHEAPER 
OCEAN RATES T0

Ottawa, Ont.,—-Negotiations for a
